WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Foods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


The most interesting item in the canned food market 
of the past week, has been the issuance of the annual sta- 
tistics by the National Canners’ Association. Just how 
well, however, the industry can guess on the total pack 
of any article was shown by the figures on each of the 
staple packs, for in general most of the large traders had 
about the right idea of the totals. 

Taking them in the order of their packing, the total 
pea pack of 1911, which amounted to 4,372,000 cases, was 
a surprise to many as this figure is slightly in excess of 
the pack of 1910, though three quarters of a million cases 
short of 1909 and nearly a million and a quarter cases 
short of 1908. It represents, however, a greater differ- 
ence in the market than these figures show, for the rela- 
tive proportion of increase in consumption is of about the 
same ratio as the decrease in the pack. It is this fact, as 
well as the fact that the market was bare when the new 
goods came upon it that made the pack of peas seem even 
shorter than it actually was. In comparison with the 
ability of the market to consume the goods, the pack is 
hardly more than 50 per cent. of a normal one. 

An additional feature of strength in the pea market 
is the fact that there is practically no way to produce a 
sufficiently large pack during the coming season, for the 
reason that sufficient seed peas are not obtainable for the 
purpose. So the buyers of this staple article have to take 
into consideration two years of short packs, a very con- 
siderable increase in, and a still increasing consumption, 
and the practical certainty of a “lean” year to come. Just 
what additional strength might be added to peas is hard 
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to guess, unless it is that the pea canners as a whole 
represent the best informed and shrewdest men in the 
business, and so are fully aware of the value of their 
position. 

With regard to the tomato pack which the past year 
amounted to 8,449,000 cases, there was again a surprise 
in some quarters at its size, because it is nearly a half 
million cases more than the pack of 1910. But well 
posted men generally expected this, because several sec- 
tions came out well on their packs and brought the total 
up. In this respect we wish to say here, that in conver- 
sation with Mr. Gorrell, we were shown that the statis- 
tics, as gathered this year, are as accurate as it is humanly 
possible to get them, practically every report having 
been secured over a signed statement and the amount 
left to estimate a very negligible one, hardly amounting 
to 2 per cent. of the total. But if the total pack of the 
United States is to be considered, it must be placed at 
9,749,000, which is due to the fact that in the above 
named figures the pack of California was not included. 
This was because at the time last year’s figures were 
made up California had not completed her pack and it 
could not, therefore, be included. And so for the sake of 
comparison, this year’s though obtained, was not 
included. Asa market consideration, this has little or no 
bearing on conditions, which will be seen when it is con- 
sidered that California’s pack for 1910, and which should 
and must be added to get the grand total, was 1,204,000 
cases, and this year the pack in that State was 1,300,000. 

The same method of reasoning as applied to peas, 
will show the tomato situation is as strong, if not a 
stronger position; stronger because tomatoes are always

heavier in their demand and consumption than peas, and 
it must, therefore, be considered that the increase in con- 
sumption has been greater. Consequently the vacancy 
caused by two lean years in succession will be more 
keenly felt, and the present prices of the market are the 
best evidence of this. However, there is not much ques- 
tion as to an increase in the pack of tomatoes during the 
coming season, for the only thing that will stop it will be 
an act “of Providence. And yet we sincerely doubt if the 
packers can overpack the market in one season, and par- 
ticularly in view of the fact that “tomatoes have got to 
be tomatoes” this coming season, and forever more, if it 
is not desired to make Uncle Sam the chief absorber of 
them. They are going to cost more to pack from almost 
every point of view, and the sellers of futures will do well 
to bear this in mind. The 1911 calendars, during tomato 
growing and canning months should be left hanging on 
the walls. Or possibly it would be better to leave the 
delivery months as the time when the shoe pinched the 
hardest. 

In corn, the totals were not surprising to the initi- 
ated, and while the 14,301,000 cases show an increase of 
over 4,000,000 cases over the pack of 1910, the fact that 
the goods have passed out of packers’ hands, and even 
very largely out of jobbers’ and consumers’ hands, leaves 
this market in, good position. The jobbers are not slow 
to realize that many will leave corn alone this coming 
season and turn their attention to tomatoes, with the 
result that next season’s corn pack will be a small one, 
and this year’s pack, at prevailing prices, a good purchase. 
But the strong point in this article is the fact that good 
quality corn is scarce today, and that were it not for 
the mass of poor quality corn, which was rushed up during 
the season and thrown as a wet blanket on the market, 
corn would not be far behind tomatoes in its prices. The 
holders of good corn are few and well able to handle it; 
they realize its value and are standing for their price. 
That they will get it, is the opinion of the well posted 
men in the business. Floors will be bear of good corn 
before many months, and the best consuming months are 
still ahead. 

In the general canned food market this week, there has 
ben considerable activity ; more thafi is generally the case 
at this time of the year. But, the weather throughout 
the country has been so cold that shipments have been 
delayed, and there seems to be promise of a continuance 
of this for some little while to come. Meantime retailers’ 
shelves are becoming rapidly bare and there should be 
some rush to cover when the weather moderates. 

Changes in the market are becoming more numerous, 
and the activity spreading to all lines. Sauerkraut has 
advanced about 5c. on the week, and is now quoted at 80c. 
for standard, and 85c. for fancy. Succotash has also 
advanced from 85c. to 90c.; but sweet potatoes, for some 
unknown reason, have been marked down from $1.15 to 
$1.10 for No. 3 standards. 

In tomotoes, No. 3 seconds have advanced to the 
dignity of $1.10, and standard No. 2’s to 95c. No. 3 
standard tomatoes are struggling hard to reach the $1.25 
mark, but are hanging at $1.20 as we go to press. Some 
holders, however, are asking the higher price, and know 
they will get it before long, if not very shortly. No. 10’s 
are quoted anywhere from $3.50 to $4.00, as to quality 
and the idea of the holder. 

Aside from these actual changes we have none to 
record this week, as will be seen by a glance at our reg- 
ular market pages where the prices ruling at New York 
and Chicago, as well as Baltimore, will be found. 

In canners’ metals there is nothing new to report.

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York Market 


Reported Each Week by our Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, January 10, 1912. 


The Market.—The situation is about the same as 
last week, with perhaps, a slight improvement in inquiry 
and higher prices asked for some of the leading varieties. 
Tomatces are held at the highest figure for years. Other 
important varieties are firmer? but movement is so slow 
that the market is scarcely established upon a substantial 
basis. The cold weather has prevented activity, though 
it seems quite likely that there will be increased demand 
in the near future. Conditions are about the same in all 
grades. The fact that some retailers have been compelled 
to come into market so soon after Christmas, is accepted 
as a hopeful sign by a great many holders who are con- 
fident that they have small supplies left on hand and must 
buy to replenish their badly broken stocks. 


Tomatoes.—There are some holders who are de- 
manding $1.25, though a lower figure will still buy. Still, 
the fact remains that they have an opportunity to dispose 
of their goods at full outside prices in the near future. 
The time has passed when there can be any doubt about 
the high figure that is coming. The tendency is upward 
and there will be higher prices for the remainder of the 
season than has been known for years. The supply is 
small enough to hold figures firm, as named, for the 
coming months, until the new pack is ready for delivery. 

Corn.—There has been no change in the market, 
though holders are confident that conditions will improve 
shortly. Prices are firmer, but movement has been 
injured by the immense quantity of poor stock thrown 
on the market. As soon as this has disappeared, there 
will be a better feeling and the situation will be better 


than it is now. Until then, holders will remain firm in 
their views and will scarcely sell much stock. Buyers are 
not anxious to pay the price asked and will not do so until 
they are forced by circumstances to meet holders’ views. 


Peas.—The situation is unchanged, but there are few 
to be had at any price. The scarcity of seed, which proves 
beyond question that there will be a small crop this year, 
leads to the inevitable conclusion that the acreage will be 
small and production will necessarily decline proportion- 
ately until there can be little change. In most instances 
Wisconsin packers have sold out most of their prospec- 
tive pack and are unwilling to accept further orders. The 
cost of seedpeas, sometimes as high as $10.00 a bushel, 
makes it morally certain that the acreage of peas this 
year will be below normal. 

Fruits.—The market is quiet since the holidays. 
Here and there a retailer has a sufficient quantity of 
broken stocks to enable him to make a special sale upon 
the lots which he can make up. And that is being done. 
In the end this will lead to increased orders, but at pres- 
ent it has a depressing tendency upon the market. All 
favorite sorts are held firm and htere is a disposition to 
force prices up rather than reduce them. ‘The situation is 
rather more favorable to holders than it has been. 

Salmon.—This is not the salmon season, hence trade 
is slow. Supplies are no larger and there sems to be a 
disposition to maintain the present high figures indefi- 
nitely. Most stocks are in second hands and few are 
ready to offer to any but their regular customers. 

Sardines.—The market is steady, but movement is 
light. Holders are firm, but buyers so far have neglected

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to place important orders. Revival is anticipated with 
the revival of trade, whieh is likely to come with the 
opening of the year. 

Oysters.—A little larger demand is reported, though 
movement is still pretty slow. The excellent quality and 
the increased demand from the interior are combining to 
benefit the trade. While quotations have not advanced, 
there is a disposition to hold the stocks in hand at firmer 
prices and the tendency is upward. 

Lobster.—The price has advanced slightly in primary 
markets, but New York remains the same. Stocks are 
light and there is a disposition to hold to what they have, 
anticipating still further advances in quotations in the 
near future. 

Shrimp.—The market is rather short of supplies and 
prices are held firm. Holders are indisposed to grant con- 
cesSions and buyers are not yet ready to offer increased 
prices. The result is a deadlock’ which prevents active 
movement. 

Crab Meat.—There is no change, but the supplies 
available are small, and the tendency of prices is upward. 
Imported stock is hard to get and holders refuse conces- 
sions.

FOOD INSPECTOR LAUDS CANNED FOODS. 


The consumption of canned foods, in the state of Minnesota, 
is to be encouraged, and the canning industry is to be lent all 


possible educational aid by the state food and dairy department 
of Minnesota. 

Following a suggestion made at the annual convention of the 
Minnesota State Canners’ Association, held at St. Paul recently, 
Joel G. Winkjer, food commissioner of the state urged that expert 
canning work be taken up at the experiment station at the State 
Agricultural College as a means of educating the canner and the 
public, and to solve the problems that are constantly coming up in 
connection with the industry.

Mr. Winkjer discussed the relation of the food commissioner 
to the canning industry. “This part of the work of the state 
dairy and food department must be made educational just as the 
making of creamery butter has been made educational, if the 
department is to exert its full amount of good to the state. 


“The canning industry in Minnesota is new and it needs all 
the help and advertisement that this department can give it,” he 
continued. “What the public wants is assurance that the canned 
products are good.” 


Commissioner Winkjer drew a parallel between the prejudice 
against creamery butter when it first began to be made in the 
state, and the feeling against canned foods. “There was a time 
when canners put up goods with preservatives. That time is past, 
but the prejudice still lingers with the public. I believe that 
canned foods are as good and wholesome as any prepared in our- 
kitchens at home. They fill an economic need of society in help- 
ing to reduce the cost of living. 

“The canning business will soon be worth millions of dollars 
to the state. ; 

“An increase of 4,352,985 cans in the output is shown for 
1910 and 1911.” 

John W. Lux, president of the National Retail Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation, spoke on “Canned Foods from the Retailers’ Standpoint.”

Special Correspondence from the Windy City. News of the past week. 


; Chicago, Jan. 10th, 1912. 

“General Information.”—-The severe cold weather 
prevailing for the week past has retarded shipments of 
canned foods. The business has been almost at a stand 
still. There is some disposition on the part of jobbers to 
buy futures in tomatoes and peas but packers having 
advanced their views as to prices, many of the jobbers 
have now concluded that prices are too high and have 
announced their intention of biding their time until pack- 
ers contract for their acreage and ascertain what their 
prospects of output are in that respect and until they are 
in position to make more reasonable prices. 

The general views expressed by buyers are that 
prices on futures are now too high, both on peas and 
tomatoes and that it is inadvisable to contract at present 
that prices will be lower further on during the season. 

Canned Asparagus.—The market on this article is 
very dull indeed, and the movement is quite small. It is 
a waiting market. Holders are waiting for the trade to 
come, like sailors whistling for a wind. 

Lima Beans.—No. 2 standard and sifted green lima 
beans are about out of the market. There are no sellers 
although there are some buyers anxiously inquiring for 
stock. It would appear that the annual supply of this

article is now inadequate to consumption and that pack- 
ers should increase their output. It would seem, there- 
fore, that California which grows lima beans very suc- 
cessfully and extensively could pack graded lima beans 
to good advantage and profit. - 

Canned Beets.—The supply of fancy small graded 
canned beets is quite limited and there are few or none 
in first hands, while those held in second hands are not 
for sale. Since packers have demonstrated their ability 
to can this fine article in the inside enameled cans and 
thereby retain its color, consumption has increased and 
the supply is insufficient for the demand. 

Canned Corn.—The market for this article is very 
quiet, but there are some evidences in improvement of 
demand. It has ben pretty thoroughly demonstrated to 
buyers that the canned corn which is being quoted 
throughout the country at very low prices is of very 
poor quality, and they have about quit buying subject to 
approval of sample, experimentally, and are disposed to 
turn their attention to full standard or extra standard 
quality goods in this line, and I look for a much better 
demand and better prices on canned corn from this time 
forward and anticipate that the demand will be for better 
quality. 

The market for fancy Maine corn is exceedingly dull 
and there is but little movement. The advertised brands 
of Maine corn are selling here in Chicago at cost, and 
could possibly be bought for less than cost if buyers were 
disposed to take on any considerable quantity. The 
movement is very slow and holders are anxious to realize 
as they are unable to see a profit by holding. 

The confidence of the trade seems to be concentrated 
on good standard and extra standard western canned corn 


- and in Fancy Country Gentlemen Corn, which qualities 


are at present attracting some attention from the specu- 
lative trade. 

Canned Peas.—The market on this article is very 
irregular and nominal. There are very few sellers and not 
many buyers. When a buyer comes into the market ask- 
ing for a certain grade or size of canned peas, he has diffi- 
culty in finding them and most usually takes what he can 
get or nothing at all. 

Future canned peas have been extensively bought on 
contract for 1912 pack by jobbers, and Wisconsin and 
Michigan packers are well sold up and have advanced 
their prices over opening prices. They claim it will Be 
impossible for them to increase their acreage this season 
owing to the high price of seed, which is now selling at 
$7.50 and $8.00 a bushel, making a heavily increased cost 
for packers to figure on their output. 

Canned Pumpkin.—The regular season for thisarticle 
practically ended with the first of the year, but there is, 
of course, some sale of pumpkin all during the year. It

Standard and $1.65 for No. 10 Standard, delivered at Chi- 
cago, but jobbers are well stocked and there is practically 
no sale at present. 

Canned Kraut.—Though bulk kraut has heavily ad- 
vanced, almost doubling. in value over opening prices, 
corresponding advances in canned kraut have not taken 
place, and first class standard kraut can be bought in 
Chicago at 70c., No. 3 cans. 

It would seem that those who handle this article ex- 
tensively, should take advantage of this discrepancy and 
stock up on canned kraut. 

Canned Spinach.—The regular or heavy demand for 
canned spinach has hardly begun yet, as it is an article 
of early and late spring consumption. Jobbers are pretty 
well supplied, both with No. 3 and No. 10 size, but stocks 
are held firmly and there is no disposition on the part of 
wholesale grocers to push same, as they have confidence 
in the future of the market. 


Canned Sweet Potatoes.—Stocks of sweet potatoes 
in Chicago are not large, and there are only a few whole- 
sale grocers here who will sell in a jobbing way. hey 
are holding choice Jersey and Delaware potatoes at $1.30, 
and choice Maryland at $1.25 for No. 3 standard goods. 
This article, on account of its merit is becoming quite 
popular and selling more largely this season than ever 
before known. In fact it is getting to be quite a staple 
article, 

Canned Tomatoes.—The attitude of the jobbing 
trade toward the canned tomato market is a little pecu- 
liar. Indiana canners and eastern canners are now holding 
No. 3 tomatoes at $1.25 factory and wholesale grocers so 
far as they have surplus stock, seem to be willing to sell 
at that price f. o. b. Chicago. Most all the houses seem 
to be pretty well supplied and buyers are disposed to take 
a profit on their holdings and meet any demand of a 
reasonable character which presents itself. 

For illustration, No. 2 standard tomatoes are quoted 
at 95c., cannery east. Sales were made this week f. o. b. 
Chicago, at 87%4c., and more goods can be bought at 90c., 
f. o. b. Chicago. No. 10 tomatoes can be bought f. o. b. 
Chicago at $3.50 for standard goods, as cheaply as they 
are quoted at present, f. o. b. Maryland and other can- 


neries. Therefore, some of the wholesale grocery trade 
here does not consider the present prices of spot canned 
tomatoes as permanent. We heard a buyer say, a few 
days ago, that in the past 25 years, there was only one 
time when canned tomatoes reached the price of $1.25 
f. o. b. cannery, when they advanced any further. That 
they had reached that price several times, but that the 
price brought out good supplies which were being held 
in reserve by canners and speculators, with the effect of 
breaking the market and putting down prices to a lower 
basis, not to recover again during the season. 

There are a few buyers here, however, who seem to 
have confidence in the future of the market consisting 
mainly of those who have good, heavy stocks of tomatoes 
and they claim that the statistical position of the supply 
on hand fully justifies higher prices than those now pre- 
vailing. 

It is known that there are several speculators in the 
west who own very important blocks of No. 3 tomatoes 
and who have been waiting for prices to reach $1.25 or 
more before selling, and it is anticipated that these hold- 
ers will now begin to unload. 

Future tomatoes have been advanced by Indiana 
canners from 85c. to 90c., f. o. b. cannery, and wholesale 
grocers are indisposed to buy at the price. They bought 
last year at 80c., and say they know of no reason why 
they should pay more than 80c, or 85c. this season. 


They do not place much credence in the argument 
that the government is going to inspect the quality of 
canned tomatoes and other canned goods and require that 
packers fill their cans completely full, and that this will 
have the effect of advancing prices, nor do they place 
much confidence in the argument that farmers are going 
to demand more money for their tomatoes in the raw at 
the factory, because of the competition of catsup makers 
who must, under the present Puré Food Laws, make 
their catsup from the whole tomatoes instead of the skins, 
pulp and cores, as heretofore. 

They claim that the present high prices of tomatoes 
will induce packers to heavily increase their acreage, 
and that the output for 1912 will be enormous. 

They are generally refusing to buy futures at over 
85c. cannery, for extra standard, and hold that they will

when the packer finds that he is going to be compelled to 
carry the stock himself. They claim that 85c. cannery, 
is all a jobber can afford to pay for No. 3 extra standard 
tomatoes, so that a retailer can be put in position to sell 
at 10c. a can. The jobber will have to sell the goods to 
the retailer at $1.00, and the retailer will have to sell 
them to the consumer at $1.20, and wholesale grocers 


claim that that is the limit as to price, that it is safe to 


pay. 
They also feel that if they are compelled to pay such 
prices, that it would be best to restrict their purchases to 


actual requirements and sales and to make no-contracts ° 


for surplus stock, believing that there will be a reaction 
from the high prices later on when packers find that the 
output for 1912 season is unusually large. 

It may not be inconsonance with the hopes and belief 
held by packers of canned tomatves, to publish these 
views, but the truth is safe, while the deception is always 
unsafe, and it is better for the readers of The Trade to 
know the attitude of the jobbers and their intentions, 
than that they should go ahead hopefully and optimistic- 
ally booming the market for 1912, and the spot market on 
canned tomatoes, when there is a general disagreement 
as to such a policy on the part of wholesale grocers, who 
are depended upon to distribute the goods. 

Canned Salmon.—The market is very quiet and there 
is some pressure to sell, especially in No. 1 tall pinks. 
There seems to be quite a liberal stock of tall red Alaska, 
and some %4’s red Alaska is cropping up now and then 
in the way of offering. It seems that the high prices now 
prevailing are to some extent restricting the consump- 
tion of salmon, and that retailers are not taking it as 
freely as anticipated. 

American Sardines.—This market is entirely inactive. 
In fact, it might be said that American sardines are hiber- 
nating and will not make an active appearance as a trade 
factor until ground hog day in February or thereabout.

ANTIQUITY OF THE LEAD INDUSTRY. 


(Extract from Bulletin No. 95, Department of Commerce 
and Labor.) 


In its metallic form and in chemical combinations lead has 
long been known. The Romans used it. The writer has found 
lead pipes in the remains of the Roman camps in the north of 
England. In Pompeii the lead pipes which carried water into the 
city can still be seen. The difference between these and modern 
lead pipes is that in Roman times they were rolled and not 
molded. Vitruvius condemned the use of lead pipes for the con- 
veyance of water on account of their harmfulness, while centuries 
later his compatriot, Ramazzina, a physician, discoursed on the 
dangers of certain industries in which lead is used. 

In England and in Scotland lead mining is an old industry. 
The Romans worked the Weardale mines. After the foundation 
of the See of Durham lead became indispensable for religious 
houses. Eadbert, Bishop of Holy Island, A. D. 688, had the 
church of Lindisfarne covered with plates of lead. In 1152-1195 
King Stephen granted the Weardale mines to Holy Pudsey, Bishop 
of Durham. For centuries, therefore, the north of England has 


been familiar with lead mining and the manufacture of lead com- 
pounds. In a Roman station of Derbyshire there have been found 
pigs of lead bearing Latin inscriptions. Some of these are now in 
the gallery of antiquities in the British Museum. In 1777 a pig of 
lead was found near Crowford with the following inscription in 
raised letters on the top: “Imp. Caes. Hadriana Aug. Met Lvt.” 
In 1783 another pig of lead was found near Matlock weighing 84 
pounds. Upon it in raised letters were the words: “L. Arvconi- 
vere sui Meal nnd Lucius Aruconus Verecundus.” Upon 
another block, also found near Matlock, are inscribed “T. Cl. Tr. 
Lvt. Rr. Gx Aeg.,” probably a tribute to Tiberius Claudius Caesar. 
These pigs of lead point to the fact that the lead mines in Great 
Britain were worked by the Romans A. D. 14—138. Centuries 
after the Roman invasion the mines were held by the religious 
houses. 
Lead Mining. 

Men mining lead ore, such as galena or sulphide, do not 
suffer from plumbism. They incur most of the ordinary risks of 
the coal miner, excluding those arising from the presence of fiery 
gases. If working ill-ventilated mines, men can not avoid inhal- 
ing dust given off from the ore, fumes from the gunpowder used 
in blasting, and smoke from the candles. As a consequence 
some of them suffer from pneumoconiosis, a hardening or fibrosis 
of the lungs. To working in a dusty atmosphere the respiratory 
diseases of the lead miners are attributed, but there are other 
factors in operation, such as sleeping in overcrowded and ill- 
ventilated barracks close to the mines; also exposure of the 
miners to the cold winds of our northern climate, when, over- 
heated and fatigued with their day’s work, they may have to 
travel two or three miles across a bleak moorland before reach- 
ing home. The freedom of the British lead miner is due to the 
fact that lead is present in the ore in almost a pure metallic state, 
whereas in some of the Italian mines and in those at Broken Hill, 
in. Australia, the lead is found in the form of a carbonate, and, 
in consequence, the miners have suffered from some of the most 
serious symptoms of plumbism. The unloading of heavy volcanic 
lead ore from a ship at a British port was followed by seven cases 
of plumbism among the men. Such ore ought always to be well 
watered first. 


Attitude of Master Painters Toward Displacement of Lead 
Paints. 

lf there is one circumstance which will hasten the substitu- 
tion of harmless compounds for lead in paints, it is the attitude 
of the master painters to the subject. In this matter events are 
moving slowly, but in the proper direction, for there is a grow- 
ing cenviction that zinc white can in all respects adequately 
replace lead. The demands made by lead-poisoned workmen upon 
employers’ funds through the Workmen’s Compensation Act have 
stimulated enterprise and encouraged experiments. In October, 
1910, the seventeenth annual convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Master House Painters and Decorators of England and 
Wales was held in Newcastle-upon-Tyne. The writer carefully 
inspected the exhibits and their designs for house painting, in 
fully 50 per cent of which efforts had been successfully made to 
show what effective results could be obtained by the use of zinc 
oxide and zinc sulphite as compared with lead. The subject of 
the use of white lead was discussed at considerable length by the 
master painters themselves. After comparing the properties of 
white lead with basic sulphate of lead, zinc oxide, and lithophone, 
the three substances which the opener of the debate put forward 
as alternatives to the use of white lead, he said each of the four 
pigments—white lead and the three suggested alternatives—had 
certain virtues and defects which prevented him from recom- 
mending any one of them to the exclusion of the others under all 
conceivable circumstances. It was maintained that each had a 
particular sphere in which it was superior to others. A series of 
exposure tests was about to be carried out, and in order to place 
the investigation upon a firm and scientific basis it was suggested 
that a representative investigation committee should be appointed 
whose opinions should be authoritative. In the discussion which 
followed the feeling was in favor of the retention of lead in the 
manufacture of paints for the present.

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The California Market 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by our Special 
Correspondent for the past week. 


San FRANCISCO, CAL., January 6, 1912. 

General Situation.—Local interests are paying but little 
attention as yet to buying and not until stock taking is at 
an end is it anticipated that there will be much activity in 
this line. Generally speaking, retailers have but light stocks 
of canned foods on hand in this territory and it is expected 
that the demand during January will be quite heavy. In re- 
cent years stocks of california products in the hands of can- 
ners and wholesalers have been quite heavy even at this 
advanced season, and retailers have experienced no diffi- 
culty in laying in supplies at reasonable prices whenever de- 
sired. The market conditions of the present season are not 
thoroughly understood here and but few have fully antici- 
pated their needs. The articles that were formerly in heavy 
supply seem to be the very ones that are now difficult to 
secure, and there is every reason to believe that Coast re- 
tailers will be unable to secure full stocks of California canned 
fruits and vegetables for spring requirements. Wholesalers 
have been advertising early purchases, but have not been 
able to resist the temptation to make sales to outside points 
and in many lines have lighter stocks on hand than are 
usually carried. A heavy wholesale demand is now expected, 


and wholesalers are adding to their stocks many of the odds 
and ends being offered by packers to affect a cleanup. 


Tomatoes Advancing.—The tomato market is steadily 
growing stronger but sales are now limited in size and number 
and stocks are concentrated in few hands. Sales of No. 2% 
Sandards have been made since the first of the week at 95c, the 
highest price this season, and some lots are being held at $1.00. 
At the present rate of increased value tomatoes will be a two 
for a quarter seller in the late spring. Solid pack No. 214’s are 
very difficult to obtain here and this is resulting in more atten- 
tion being paid to No. 3’s which are quoted at $1.20 by the pack- 
ers who have any to offer. 

Pink Salmon’s Debut.—The season for the heavy con- 
sumption of salmon is now at hand and great interest is being 
taken on the Coast in the manner in whcih pink salmon is moving 
off the shelves of retailers. There is no question but that a mar- 
ket can be found for all of the high grade salmon that can be 
packed but there is a question about marketing large quantities 
of pink fish at prices higher than those formerly prevailing for 
Alaska red salmon. Pink salmon was formerly sold largely in 
the Southern States where its cheapness was a strong talking 
point, and in foreign countries where a cheap article of food 
was wanted. It is now being offered wherever red salmon was 
formerly sold and its high price is resulting in a diminished 
call from some sections were it formehrly sold in large quanti- 
ties. Wholesalers have been optimistic and have made very 


heavy purchases of pink fish and in turn have disposed of large 
quantities to retailers. It is now a matter of educating consum- 
ers to the use of pink salmon and upon the success that is met 
with in this line this spring depends largely the extent of opera- 
tions in Alaska next season and it will be seen then whether or 
not the present range of prices can be maintained. 


Foreign Markets for Salmon.—Advices received from the 
Puget Sound section show that the largest orders for salmon 
from foreign countries are coming from England and South 
America. The exports made during November, the busiest month 
of the year, were the largest with one exception ever sent out by 
water in any one month. In November, 1909, 10,000,000 pounds of 
canned salmon were shipped from this district and it is not 
likely that this record will ever be surpassed. Last month Chile 
took more canned salmon than ever before and heavy shipments 
were made to Peru, Equador, Argentina and Bolivia, the South 
American trade being a marked feature of business. From Ore- 
gon reports are coming in that movements of canned salmon from 


’ lower Columbia river points have fallen off since the middle of 


November. There is plenty of salmon stored along the river but 
canners have no orders to ship and are holding for a better 
market. Shipments of salmon by rail from the Northwest have 
been light this year; the water routes being favored on account 
of the substantial difference in freight rates. 

Coast News Notes.—Frank Wright, manager of the Car- 
lisle Packing Company of Belingham, Wash., states that during 
the coming year additions will be made to the present plant to 
cost at least $30,000, it being desired to greatly increase the capac- 
ity before the sockeye run of 1913. Two new tugs will be added 
to the fleet and other improvements made. 

The Baranoff Fish Company has filed articles of incorpora- 
tion at Juneau, Alaska, with a capital stock of $100,000, and will 
erect a plant during the coming season on Baranoff Island, prob- 
ably on the Chatham Straight’s. 

L. P. Hunt and associates, of Seattle, are now organizing a 
company to install and operate a salmon cannery at Port Beau- 
claire, Southeastern Alaska, the plant to cost between $50,000 and 
$75,000. Mr. Hunt is well known in the salmon packing business, 
having organized the Shakau Salmon Company several years ago 
as well as acting as its president. 

Much interest is being taken in fishing operations on the 
Coast just now and at Seattle alone more than forty small gaso- 
line boats, designed as cannery tenders and fishing boats, are in 
course of construction. 

The United States Bureau of Fisheries is making arrange- 
ments to bring from its Alaskan hatcheries a shipment of 1,000,000 
salmon fry to be liberated on Puget Sound. This will be the first 
attempt in the history of the salmon industry to try to propogate 
red Alaska salmon in Puget Sound waters. 

The Armsby Preserving Company is adding a large warehouse 
ti its Yuba City plant and is making other preparations in antici- 
pation of a busy season. The improvements are being installed 
under the direction of manager Guam, and will cost about $13,000. 
Contracts are now being signed with farmers for tomatoes and it 
is hoped that at least 200 acres will be planted to that vegetable 
this season. 

The pack of canned fruit in Southern California in 1911 will 
approximate 600,000 cases, a gain of 100,000 cases over last sea- 
son’s record. 

The office force of the California Fruit Canners’ Association 
held its annual banquet recently, about forty persons enjoying the 
feast. C. B. Hollywood acted as toastmaster and a number of 
instructive talks were given by men prominent in the big firm. 

Alfred Fries, the New York representative of a prominent

The Following Opinions from Large Handlers of Canned Foods, as regards Selling 


and Buying, ‘will be Found Interesting to All Concerned. 


. TOMATOES. 
T. J. Meehan & Co:; January 6th: 

The official statistics of the total pack of Tomatoes in the 
United States in 191], just published, show the output to have 
been 8,449,000 cases. The annual consumtion is estimated to 
be anywhere from 10,000,000 to 11,000,000 cases. In 1909 the 
total pack was 10,984,000 cases and there was, substantially, 
no carry-over into the canning season of 1910. 
put was 8,031,000 cases, and at the end of the season the quan- 
tity remaining in th ehands of the canners was next to nothing. 
The canning season of 1911, therefore, opened with bare floors 
at the canneries, as well as at the warehouses throughout the 
country that make a specialty of storing canned goods. Adding 
the pack in 1908, which was 11,479,000 cases, to the pack of in 
1909, makes the total for those two years 22,463,000 cases, an 
average of, say, 11,231,000 cases for the two years, all of which 
were cleaned up when the canning season of 1910 opened. That 
proves, apparently, that the estimated annual consumption, as 
stated above, is conservative and not out of the way. The aver- 
age pack in the last two years, 1910 and 1911, was 8,240,000 
eases, a shrinkage of, apparently, 26 per cent. as compared with 
the output in the previous two years, with no corresponding 
shrinkage in the consumption of the goods. On the contrary, 
the consumption, up to date, is fully as large as in previous 
seasons, which is proved by the fact that we are facing a 
shortage in the visible supply at primary sources within four 
months after the canning season of 1911 closed. The heaviest 
consumptive months of the year are yet to come, and the season 
is not half over. Viewed from any angle the Tomato situation 
marketwise is very interesting, if not serious, perhaps more 
serious than the conditions which prevailed in 1902 when the 
price of No. 3 Standards advanced to $1.50 dozen f. o. b. Balti- 
more. 


The Tomato growers have been dissatisfied for several sea- 
sons with the returns from the canneries for their crops, and, 
as a consequence, they want a higher price for the 1912 crop. 
The canners are willing to meet them half way, but that means 
a higher cost for the canned article next season, and, besides, 
the standard of quality must be raised to conform to the Gov- 
ernment requirements as to the fill of cans hereafter, which 
also adds to the cost of manufacture. It looks like the canner 
is up against it this year, and the only solution of the problem 
is higher prices for future Tomatoes. The jobbers must be 


In 1910 the out- . 


prepared to do their part, and they are already showing a fair 
disposition to meet the changed conditions by sending in liberal 
buying orders for futures at the advanced prices. There is one 
thing sure, and.that is that every available acre of ground will 
be planted in Tomatoes next season, and with favorable weather 
conditions the crop will be large, but with 20 per cent. less water 
in the cans it will certainly require a large crop to produce the 
same quantity of the canned article. The outlook is for a strong 
market for future Tomatoes. 


Wm, Silver & Co., January 4th: 

There is an unusually good demand for Spot Tomatoes, 
taking into consideration that the holiday season is just wear- 
ing away, and that people are busy taking inventory of their 
stock. It depends largely on the size of the order, at what 
figure you can buy. There are some packers who have odd lots 
of 3s Standards that are willing to sell at $1.17%4, others hold- 
ing firm at $1.20, which seems to be the inside quotation today 
in car lots, 2s at 95 cents and 10s Standards at $3.50, packers 
offering few a tthese prices. 

The larger packing interests are still withholding the price 
of 1912 pack, but some outside people are quoting Future 3s 
Standard at 85 cents, 2s from 65 to 70 cents and 10s at $2.50 
f. o. b. factory. Some business has been done under this basis, 
but most people are awaiting announcements of prices by the 
larger packing interests. 

Thos. G. Cranwell & Co., January 6: 


Several sales of No. 3 Standard Tomatoes have been made 
within the past few days at $1.20 per dozen in carlots. Tomato 
buying is unquestionably better than usual at this time of the 
year. 
The inquiry for Futures, 1912 pack, was almost active this 
week, As yet there has not been business done to speak of. 

W. E. Robinson & Co., January 8: 


Buying for futures heavy. It is our ,impression that the 
market will get even better later on. Most of the packers are 
making pro rata contracts which will, we think, cause jobbers 
to buy more heavily of futures than ever. 

CORN. 
Wm. Silver & Co., January 4: 

Fair demand for all grades. There has been a large con- 
sumption since packing season and stocks are fast being de- 
pleted. It seems a certainty that when the usual Spring demand 
starts in you will see prices advance on this article.

January, until January 2nd, when most unexpectedly and di- 
rectly contrary to every indication, advices and prospects, and 
in the face of good buying here on the last two days of the 
year, the Syndicate came out as a seller of spot tin, and in 
the next 36 hours prices fell over £16 for spot and January 
Straits, but only £6 for the three months tin contract. While 
there was plenty to completely unsettle and demoralize the 
market in this extraordinary reversal of form by the Syndi- 
cate, still former experiences justified regarding the movement 
with suspicion, and the response of our American consumers 
was to buy heavily during the past three days, including to- 
day, for both prompt delivery and all deliveries up to June. 
The business done has been very large, and it can be credited 
to the increased requirements our consumers anticipate in their 
business and their confidence that they must struggle as best 
they. can with high prices for tin for a long time; 40 cents per 
pound is getting to be regarded by buyers as a safe basis, much 
the same as 30 cents was some few years ago. We think the 
changes in the tin situation and prospects justify this. 

The recovery from the lowest point touched on the sensa- 
tional break in price has been £4 for spot and £4.15 on the three 
months tin contract. Stocks here are normal, but being nearly 
all in the hands of consumers the spot price here is command- 
ing a premium of % cents over the cost to import. 

The response of the American consumers to this break in 
the past few days, by sending in large orders, has made a great 
impression on us, and for the present we shall not attempt to 
deal withthe contradictory reports existing as to whether or 
not there is a short interest in London to be covered this month, 
or how the Syndicate stands as regards the stocks they are 
carrying. 

What we are more interested in now is the outlook for 
consumption and production. The tin situation is a more serious 
one than simply a speculative exploitation of the consumer. 
The prospective growth of the tinplate industry, with conse- 
quent increased tin requirements, is something that is causing 
great concern to those in the business, on account of the ab- 
sence of indications of an increasing supply of tin to meet their 
requirements. We are positive that we are facing an increased 
consumption in America.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Following close on the heels of this issue, will come a 
copy Of our Special Program and Souvenir issue, giving 
the full Convention Program and all matters connected 
therewith. 


And it is a mightily interesting Program that has 
been arranged for this year’s Convention. Even if you 
read it over carefully and digest it thoroughly you will 
not gain all that will be given at that meeting, because 
it is not all there. It is as complete as can possibly be 
given, because the additions will not take place until 
after the opening of the meeting, if at all. 


Our comments will have to cover this regular issue, 
and our special issue, under Part II as well, so the reader 
will understand that while we are talking in this issue, 


we are speaking about the matters that are given in the 
special. So let us consider briefly the Program as offered. 


On Tuesday afternoon Mr. H. G. Bell will give a talk 
on “Soils and Fertilizers” that may mean increased yields 
from your acreage next season. It is a vital consideration 
just now, how to produce larger yields on the same 
acreages because larger acreages are growing more diffi- 
cult each year. 

That same evening there will be one of the most 
important meetings ever called together ; a meeting where 
canned foods and their value as a diet in the daily meals of 
the people of the country will be considered and discussed 
by such eminent personages as Brigadier General H. G. 
Sharpe, Commissary General of the U. S. Army, and who 
has interested himself in the industry through the Bureau 
of Research with which he worked during the past sum- 
mer. Marion Harland, whose name is a household word 
throughout the entire country will take part, and Doctor 
Harvey W. Wiley will lend the weight of his great exper- 
ience to the occasion. 


This meeting will be attended by many of Roches- 
ter’s best people, and by the School of Science of that 
City and other societies of a like nature, so that the good 
word regarding canned food will be spread far and wide, 
and the reports of the meeting probably be echoed 
throughout the world by the daily press. Truely canned 
foods are beginning to come into their own, and the last 
obstacle is being wiped away—ignorance of their real 
value which alone has kept them from universal approval. 


On Wednesday morning there will be another treat 
for all packers, such as has not been offered for many 
years. Prof. Samuel C. Prescott, of the Boston Institute 
of Technology, who was one of the first to investigate 
the troubles connected with the canning of foods, and to 
seek the remedy, a man who stands at the top of his pro- 
fession and who is more deeply versed in the secrets of 
this business than any man in the country today, will 
make an address that no canner can afford to miss. We 
are only just beginning to really understand what “can- 
ning” is; to leave behind the day of guess work and luck; 
and it is such addresses as this as will hasten on the day 
of enlightenment. 


Along somewhat the same lines Doctor Cushman, 
the head of the Institute of Industrial Research of Wash- 
ington, D. C., will address the Convention on the same 
morning, giving the results of his investigations during 
the past year. These investigations were made upon 
goods packed in every section of the country, under normal 
conditions, and in the presence of members of his Insti- 


tute, of the Commissary Department of the U. S. Army 


and of the National Association. So the deductions are 
from real, practical experience, not from theoretical con- 
sideration and observation. 


Publicity, the power behind the throne and which 
has made the industry what it is today, will be given a

The great interest in the canned food business of the 
country within the year so nearly ended began with the first 
serious reports regarding the dry spell last summer, when 
the situation began to appear very strong and crops were 
promising either to be a failure or to be badly curtailed. 
There were rumors of short packs, fifty per cent. less than 
that, and even total failures. In anticipation, that is, so far 
as future prospects could influence conditions, the canned 
food market during the few weeks previous to the beginning 
of the packing season was at about as high a tension as it 
is possible to conceive a market to be. About the same time 
reports came from the Pacific coast of a shortage in the crop 
of prunes, which caused a great activity and much appre- 
hension in that department. The dried fruit situation, how- 
ever, did not develop until later, so, while the two are more 
or less associated, we confine this section of our review to 
canned foods. The dry weather affected the entire country. 
It extended from the Mississippi River to Maine, and from 
the Great Lakes to Louisiana. In the tomato growing district 
of Maryland and in the corn and tomato growing sections 
of New York State the outlook was dubious; prices were high, 
there was reported to be ‘little carry-over of any stock, and 
the trade knew not what to do, how to act for the best 
under the circumstances. But the tomato pack turned out 
rather better than was expected. The extreme dryness did 


not affect Maine so much as it did most of the other States, 
and the corn crop in that leading corn producing State turned 
out to be a good one, so there was a normal pack, and the 
tension was relieved. Even the New York State pack was 
better than was anticipated. 


It has always been supposed, in fact, known, that dry 
weather is fatal to the blueberry crop, because it dries the 
berries on the bushes. Therefore, it was entirely within 
reasonable bounds to predict a failure of the blueberry pack, 


because of the extremely hot weather at a critical time in 
the growth of the blueberry, and no one who understood any- 
thing about the blueberry and its growth had the remotest 
idea that there would be anything but a failure in the crop. 
The weather conditions were entirely in that direction. All 
precedents forbade any expectations of a crop. Why prece- 
dents wewre overruled by some power or other will ever prob- 
ably remain a mystery, but the fact remains that in spite 
of the extremely hot weather of July and August, during 
which practically no‘ rain fell, there was a bountiful blue- 
berry crop, and this unexpected thing happened from New 
Brunswick to Lake Champlain, so there turned out to be a 
good pack of blueberries, and everybody who had prepared 
to be disappointed was happily disappointed, except, perhaps, 


a few who had signed contracts at prices that had been 
made in anticipation of a failure. 


But in the three articles mentioned, which are the leading 
staples, there was no carry-over to speak of and the dealers 
had small stocks on hand, so all packs have been taken 
and distribution is well underway and it is, furthermore, 
pretty even. The market for the general line of canned foods, 
while firm at the present time, is in a healthy condition and 
it is not beyond bounds. Indeed, we do not recall a year 
when at this time the canned food market has been in a 
more healthy condition. As to details touching the many 
lines of goods we refer to the current, weekly reports through 
the year. 

We think that all concerned have had a prosperous year 
in the canned food business. Packers, brokers and dealers 
have moved conservatively, with the result that all have met 
with the situation as it came along and have passed through 
with a fair amount of business, and a remunerative one, to their 
credit. The situation has been very much strengthened by the 
fact that most of the new packs of canned food staples have 
come upon either a bare or a practically bare market. The 
indications are that before the new packs come around the

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market will be ready and that the stocks now distributed will 
have nearly, if not quite, all passed into consumption. 

The first real shakeup in the canned food situation came 
with reports of an extremely light pack of Sockeye and Red 
Alaska salmon. At the same time it was announced that the 
Columbia River pack of Pink salmon was normal, even a 
large one. The difference in the situation between the Co- 
lumbia River and the Alaska industries was explained by us 
at the time and it was fully set forthy why there were plenty 
of fish in the Columbia River and why the fish were very 
scarce in the Fraser River and Alaska. At any rate, the pack 
of Alaska fish was very light; contracts had to be cut down 
and in many instances, probably, not more than thirty-three 
and one-third per cent. of the contracts were delivered, and 
perhaps, in many instances, less. The market, from the 
moment the first reports were verified, has been extremely 
stiff on Alaska fish, and those who received a substantial per- 
centage of their contracts felt happy and they were, indeed, 
fortunate. The question was, where are the goods coming 
from, and no one could answer that question. This was, 
as can be readily understood, not at all detrimental to the 
Columbia River salmon is the king among canned salmon 
this year. 

Stocks of Red Alaska salmon and of Sockeye are not 
large and the market is very firm. 

As to the result of the past year’s business, it is quite 
likely that it has been prosperous, but that it has been limited 
by discrepancies in supplies. As to the future,-it looks very 
firm, indeed, like a high market and like adamant prices. Cer- 
tainly there can be no carry-over in salmon, and it is as certain 
that the 1912 pack will come upon a bare market, because 
there was no carry-over of last year, and the small pack of 
Alaska fish came, also, upon a bare market. Probably the 
distribution of canned salmon was never better than it is to- 
day, because of the fact that the available supplies had to 
be made to go around in the best possible manner. The canned 
foods business of the past year has been, we think, limited 
only by the supplies, and we think that will be about the 


PREPARED GRAIN FOODS IN SOUTH CHINA. 


According to Consul George E. Anderson, Honkong, efforts 
of manufacturers of prepared breakfast foods in the United 
States to secure a foothold for their product in Honkong and 
South China have so far met with slight success. The original 
demand for such foods in each case arises among foreigners 
resident in these ports, and so long as the trade is confined to 
the foreign population it can not be great. In Honkong and 
South China ports, and, indeed, over much of the East gener- 
ally, the dominant element in the foreign population is English 
and Scotch, with the result that the foreign grain foods most 
common in the market are oatmeal and rolled oats. 


The heavy advertising campaigns in the United States and 
to some extent in other countries of various American foods 
have led to some demand from time to time for these goods 
in Hongkong shops, but the call is sporadic and is catered to 
accordingly. The imports are small and are made generally by 
dealers direct to supply their own immediate trade, though 
one importing commission house handles a limited quantity 
for other dealers and for a few merchants in ports up the coast. 
There is some Chinese consumption of standard grain foods 
like oatmeal and rolled oats, but so far there has been no 
sale of the more modern and novel goods to such customers. 

Special Packing Necessary—Trade Will Bear Watching. 

Aside from the limited scope of trade in prepared break- 
fast foods, the necessity of special packing has not appealed 
to all American manufacturers, and until there is realization 
of the fact that all such goods must be packed in hermetically 
sealed tins if it is expected that they shall arrive in Hongkong 
or other tropical ports in good condition, not to mention a pos- 
sible indefinite stay on the shelves of the dealer before con- 
sumption, there can be no expansion of the trade. Even under 
the best methods of packing goods are not received here in

Inasmuch as there is no hope of 
selling any such articles here except to the fine trade, the ne- 
cessity of extra preparation and care in picking is apparent. 


There are no means of ascertaining the volume of imports 
of breakfast foods into China. American manufacturers of 
prepared oats have a fair and increasing share of the business. 
There is more chance of securing trade in all such goods in 
the Northern ports of China than in the South, both because 
climatic conditions are more favorable and because the pop- 
ulation concerned is more progressive. While this trade in 
none of the ports can be considered very promising as a 
whole, in some of them, particularly in the North, it will 
bear watching.
